'Beoently, ho^verVaisooYeries have been 
" in ad e and interest excited which threaten 
to cbftugo all this and bring to liglit tlio 
long hiddon wealth of a couiitiy so aiiign- 
iilarly luisundcrstood. Dining thu ]):i.'it 
Bummer Mr. Murray, Gcologienl 
Surveyor, has buon ougugod in exploring 
the region oround St. George's Iiuy,and 
•with highly important roanlts. The To- 
ronto Qlohe has bi very intelligent corres- 
pondent at Ht. John's, one of whoso re- 
cent letters supplies tho intorostiiig iii- 
formationwoaro now about to placo bufure 
our readers. Mr. Murray bus just ro- 
tuined from his cxplonitious, and lie is 
loud and even rapturous in his ijraises of 
the country 'whch he has examined ; and 
he is a man, c'ool and cautious, thorough- 
ly sciontilio, and not at all mlicti'd to 
higbilown" phrases. Ol its ii;^rii;ultiiiiil 
capabilitius ho says, "they ouniujt le 
overostimitted," wLilo its "gently undu- 
lated hills and lovely vivUoy.s of consid(!i- 
able extent make up a rich and varied 
landsoape." But this is not ail. ]\Ir. 
Murray has discovered tlio most conclu- 
sive ovidonco of tiie existonco of workaldc 
scams of excellent eo;d, soni<> of it ciimid 
coal, the extent of wliieli can, of ooui'^c.

Orr.vwA, Oct. 28. 
At half-past three to-day , Sir Francis 
Hincks (nominally incmbci for Yiui- 
couver) rose to addrcHH tlu^ lluiise, 
chiefly in reply to the scathiu',' strict- 
ures of Mr. Huntingdon, the iiipjlit be- 
fore. Tho hoary knight said ho liiiu 
been charged with descending from 
his high position as Governor of one: 
of Her Majesty's colonics to take a 
Beat in the Douiiniuu Cabinet; lie 
regarded it as no disgraoo to be oun.nt 
the Queen's servants in Canada, and 
he instanced the cases of Lord Monck 
and Lord Lisgar, ■who, after ruling tlie 
Dominion, had thought it no disgrace 
to take positions of lesser rank in the 
Queen's service. After alluding to the 
dishonorable means resorted to by Jlr. 
Huntington and those associated with 
him, bribing confidential clerks, steal- 
fng private letters and documouts, 
eaves-dropping and the like, ho con- 
cluded by declaring that no honorable 
man could condemn tho (lovennuent 
•in thefaee of the sworn evidence taken 
before the Conunission. 

Mr. James Macdonald, of Pictou, 
followed. He adverted to the emin- 
ent services reduced to the country dur- 
ing a quarter of a century by Sir Jolm 
Macdonald, aud expressed his belief 
that tiio people of Canada would never 
consent to see liiin politically extin- 
guished aud personally dishonoured 
by a rabid and ferocious faction. The 
species of persecution which the Pre- 
mier had undergone during the past 
year was of unparalleled relentlessncss. 
Ho "was pursued by men who were con- 
fessedly interceptors and receivers of 
stolen letters and corruijtcrs of con- 
fidential clerks. Mr. Huntington smote 
Sir. John Macdonald with one liaiid 
and hold the other opened iKdiind hi:i 
back for the clutch of .Vnierie'an gold.

: deno^ibefbre.tis, and while -wo regret the 
outlay of money by all politi(!al partii?.'^ ut 
Parliamentary elections, and desin; the 
most stringent measures to i)nt an end 
to the practice, wo at tho same 'lime 
beg leave to express our continued conli- 
dence in your Exoelloncy's advisers, and 

■■■^iHr|ifioir.!ad.roinistrati6n of puMie ail'airs." 
AV the conclusion of Ins .ipei^ch, which 
lostod four hours, Mr. Macdonald was 
loudly cheered. The .sitting closed witli 
the firing of a few pop-gur.s. 

Ottaw.v, Oct. 
At hftlf-past thrno o'clock Mr. B. 
Wood, alias "Big Thunder," took tho

Decreasing trade is mentioned 
r.s the cause of one of the heaviest im- 
porting firms advertising two of their 
vessels for sale. 

At a Cabinet meeting yesterday, a 
Washington corre.siioudont makes Presi- 
dent ("irant to say that he had read that 
eighty Cuban insurgents, captured as pri- 
soners of war, had i)een shot oti the field. 
While the report lacked confirmation ho 
was quite prepared to hear of its being

Had thoy boon content with this honor, 
and with their ordinary business, iboy 
miglit have retired with each member 
of the firm possos.scd of millious.At one 
time a leading banking house of Eii- 
roiie would have taken willingly part 
of the load from their shoulders, but 
^Fr. Cook's ambition lod him to decline 
the oiler. In perfectly fair weather 
and good times ho might iiave earned 
tbo ])roject throug-li. But the finan- 
oial fitonn came, aud all tlieirluigo en- 
terprisea were meoked in a moment. 
Horace F. Clarlt's estate at his death 
was estimated to yield nn income of a 
thousand dollars a day, and to bo worth 
seven millions. Now it is believed to 
be worth ab.solutely nothing-. Com- 
modore Yaudorbilt stood at the bead 
of tho stock operators of tho Union, 
and controlled an enormous eaibtal. 
His position now, if current rumors 
have any foundation, is most perilous 
and awkward. Whether lie weather 
tlio storm or not, lio has lost all ]n'cs- 
tigo and infiuence, and bis vast apj)nr- 
cnt wealth has melted like snow before 
tho Bun. He certainly has not, as yet, 
met bis obligations, resting on no col 
liileral sctuirities, to tlie Union Trust 
Comiiaiiy. .\nd many fear that his own 
tools and agents on the street will be 
loft with loads of stock, to escape as 
they can , The retirementof Jay Gould 
ia also announced. He has withdrawn 
from the Presidency of the New Jersy 
Southern Railroad Company, and has 
also oonoelled his special partnership 
with brokora' firms in order to carry 
out his intention of retiring altogether 
from Wall street, at least for the pres- 
ent. I^Ir. Gould's health has lipenme 
impaired, and it was deemed advisable 
to order a change cf scene and climate. 
Says tho Ti.MKs: "After the Vander- 
bilts and Goulds /md others have van- 
ished from tho exchange with ruined 
fortunes and blackened reputations, 
other adventurers will appear with 
hope and courage, and with more des- 
perate schemes. Even the lesson of 
the currency will not bo learned. ^Vis- 
doiu, at least in this matter, must wait 
to be justified of her children."
